“RUSSIA AND THE CHINESE 
CUSTOMS. 


= oe 

Dr, Moniron writea under date Poking, 
12th June :— . 

The question of the estublishnent of a Chinese 
Customs at Dalny and on tho Russian frontier 
of tho lensed territory is practically settled. It 
ia a matter of much: importancg. Whon the, 
sapplemontary Manchuria Railway Convention 
of June, 1826, was signed, it provided what was 
intended to be » snfoguard for the Chineso 
Customs revenue in Mancharin, By Clause i 
it was agreed that Russia wonld establish a 

, Customs station at Dalny as goon as tho latter 
was opened to trade, and wonld appoint an 
officer of tho iilway company to act #8 
representative of tho Chinese Board of 
Revenue in collecting dues according to 
the Chinese tariff, to bo under the immediate | 
control of’ the Peking Government, to 
whom he would report periodically, As already 
pointed ont, tho effect of an establishment of 
this kind would have. been the soparation of 
Daloy and tho frontier Castome from any 
control of the Chinoso Maritime Customs under 
Sir Robert Hart, and the immodiate adoption 
of the same procedure by the Germons at Kiao- 
ebau bay and by tho French ot Kwanchau- 
wap; with the iuovitable result that the Chinese 
Custona stations on the frontiers wonld pars 
under the control of the reapactive neighbouring 
Powers. No Customs stations have yot been 
established at Dalny or on the frontier. The 
Joss. of revenue to China caused thereby bos 
already reached eorious proportions, both directly 
by the admiesion into Manchuria, through the 
Russian leased territory, of large quantities 
of dutialte goods duty free, and indirectly 
by the injury dono to the revonue of Now- 
chwong owing to this differential troataent.
